1 ME FOR MY COUNTRY" 


Were Words Which Were 


Mingled With Doomed 
Man's Last Prayer—Em- 
braced Catholic Faith Few 
Weeks Before Death- 
Priests Administer Last 
Rites to Casement In Cell

London, Aug. 3.—Roger Casement, 


former British knight and consul, 
was hanged at 9 o'clock this morn- 
ing in Pentonville jail for high trea- 
son. 
He was convicted of conspiring 


to cause an armed revolt in Ireland 
and with having sought German aid 
to that end. Two hours before the 
execution a crowd of men, women 
and children gathered 
before 
the 


prison gates. Twenty minutes before 
Casement mounted the scaffold the 
great prison bell commenced to toll. 
The sound was greeted with cheers 
from the crowd, mingled with some 
gioans. At 9 o'clock the crowd had 
swollen to such proportion that it 
extended for two blocks from 
the 


prison front. 
At one minute after 


nine a single stroke of the big bell 
announced that the trap had been 
sprung. 
It was the signal for a 


mocking, jeering yell from the crowd 
which suddenly died away into dead 
silence. 
Casement met his death with calm 


courage, according to eye-witnesses. 
Earlv in the morning two priests ot 
the Roman Catholic church adminis- 
tered the last rites in the cell of the 
condemned man and shortly after- 
ward a little procession headed by 
the clergymen with Casement follow- 
ing, 
a warder on either side, pro- 


ceeded toward the 
execution shed, 


only five yards away. 
The priests 


recited tho litany of the dying, Case- 
ment responding in low toneh: 


"Lord ha%e mercy on my soul." 
As the party reached the shed 


v here the gallows was erected the 
special executioner, a 
hair-dresser, 


named Ellis, approached 
Casement 


and quickly pinioned him. The two 
chaplains, the under sheriff of Lon- 
don, and the under sheriff of Mid- 
dlesex, then took up their positions 
in front of the scafford. 
Casement 


mounted the gallows steps 
firmly 


and commended his spirit to God as 
he stepped on the trap. A moment 
later the lever was pulled. 


Immediately after the 
trap 
was 


sprung, the 
prison 
engineer 
and 


physician descended into 
the 
pit, 


where after the application of the 
usual 
tests, 
Casement 
was 
pro- 


nounced dead at nine minutes after 
nine. 
According to the custom in 


the case of prisoners hanged 
for 


crimes similar to that of Casement, 
his body will be buried in quicklime 
in the prison yard, but probably no 
decision as to the burial will be made 
until after the inquest. 


An affecting incident took 
place 


outside tho prison all as the execu- 
tion was in progress. At the back of 
the prison, a little distance from the 
jeering crowd about the gates, was a 
group of about thirty Irish men and 
women. 
When the dull clag of the 


prison bell, 
announced 
that 
the 


doomed man had paid the last pen- 
alty this little group fell on their 
knees and with bowed heads remain- 
ed for some moments silently pray- 
ing for the repose of the soul of their 
dead fellow-countryman. 


Immediately after the 
execution 


three notices were posted 
on 
the 


prison door. The first, signed by the 
under sheriff of London, the governor 
of the prison, and Father James Mc- 
Carroll, Casement's confessor, read: 


"Judgment of death was this dav 


executed on Roger David Casement 
in his majesty's prison of Pentonville 
in our presence." 
Ellis, the executioner, arrived in 


the prison early last evening and im- 
mediately made his preparations. Ho 
examined the trap-door in the exe- 
cution shed and tested it thoroughly 
with a bag of 
exactly 
the 
same 


weight as Casement. Ellis remained 
in the prison all night. 
Casement showed not the slightest 


concern over his fate. 
He ate well 


and chatted freely and cheerily with 
two wardens in his Condemned cell. 
After a hearty late supper he divest- 
ed himself for the last time of his 
convict clothes and went to bed. He 
was notified that he would be allow- 
ed to wear his own civilian clothes 
for the execution, though he would 
not be permitted to wear a collar. 


All the members of 
Casement's 


family were Protestants and he was 
brought up in that faith but became 
a convert 
to 
Roman 
Cathallcism 


within the last few weeks. 
He re- 


ceived his first and only communion 
at 7 o'clock this morning when he 
esslated at mass In his cell. Accord- 
Ing to an attendant the last words 
of the condemned man, apart 
from 


his prayers were: 
"I die for my 


country." 


All hopes of an eleventh-hour re- 


prieve were dashed to earth yester- 
day with the 
statement 
of 
Lord

courses of instruction iu journalism 
as to chances for their graduates to 
get a start in their chosen vocation.

newspaper work ask whet the news- 
paper world thinks of these news- 
paper schools, and how far n course 
iu one of them proves profitable. 


The Pulitzer School of Journalism 


connected with Columbia university 
in three years sent out 61 graduates, 
practically all of whom have obtain- 
ed good newspaper positions. 
En- 


couraged by this result, many other 
institutions are undertaking to train 
newspaper workers. 


If a fellow has no very marked 


gifts as a writer or an organizer, he 
would perhaps do better to go direct 
to some newspaper, and take any 
kind of a position that can give him 
a foothold. Only actual practice can 
give him the news sense. 


Young men with exceptional gifts 


do well in ;i school of journalism. 
Take the case of a fellow with a 
taste for politics, and an ambition 
to be a political writer. 
Without 


any preliminary course he may have 
to spend many years doing the grind 
of ordinary reporting that helps him 
but little toward the work for which 
he has a special gift. 


In the journalism school he could 


specialize toward the perfecting of 
his talent. 
The management of the 


school would find him a 
position 


where his gift would be likely to 
ount at an early date. 


As newspapers broaden out. grow- 


more prosperous, a 
new 
army of 


young men and women is welcomed 
to these tasks. The newspaper field 
wants the best types of personality, 
and has no room for sluggish wits 
01 indolent minds.

That rose-bugs emerge from the 


ground in swarms about the second 
week in June? They remain a little 
over a month when the males die 
and the females re-enter the earth. 
lay their eggs and come again to the 
surface and die. 
The eggs hatch in 


about twenty days, when the larvae 
commence to feed upon tender roots, 
attaining about three-fourths of an 
inch in length by autumn.
